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No, “Sun Power” isn’t anything like the 
“flower power’ of yesterday. . . it’s more 
like the “back to nature” movement of 
today with a technological eye for the fu- 
ture. 

“Sun Power” is referring to the addition 
to our Central Energy Plant . . . offices 
that will be almost completely air con- 
ditioned and heated by solar power. 

Tom Jones,Director of the Reedy Creek 
Utilities Company, explains, “The RCUC 
has worked closely with the AAI Corpora- 
tion of Baltimore, Maryland, and the 
Florida Solar Energy Center of the State 
University System on a proposal to the 
Federal Grovernment to demonstrate the 


commercial applications of solar energy . 


for heating and cooling. The government 
will select certain proposals and partici- 
pate with the proponents in the develop- 
ment of their proposal. 
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Joe Dugas,RCUC’s Chief Communica- 
tions Engineer, points to one of the 16 parabolic 
concentrating panels designed to collect solar 
energy to heat and air condition the Central 
Energy Plant addition. This solar plant will be 
in full view to all our cast members, hopefully, 
by November. 
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Upon the Central Energy Plant roof, Don 
Seely (left), Chief Mechanical Engineer and 
Joe Dugas, Chief Communications Engineer, 
adjust the pyroheliometer . . . a device used 
to measure direct solar radiation. 


“Our proposal calls for the addition of a 
7,600 sq. ft. concrete frame building to our 
present Central Energy Plant,” says Don 
Seely, Chief Merchanical Engineer at 
RCUC, “and 3,800 sq. ft. of parabolic con- 
centrating panels on the roof. A liquid 
flows through the panels, is heated by the 
sun, then pumped to a central tank where 
it is used to heat and air condition the 
entire building. The interesting and prac- 
tical part about this structure is that the 
building would have two functions. . . 1) 
as additional office space and 2) as a show- 
case where the complete solar energy sys- 
tem ... collectors, solar tanks, conver- 
ters, air handlers and pumps... . can be 
viewed by the public. Our 16 solar collect- 
ing panels, 8 ft. wide by 32 ft. long, serve 
the dual purpose of collecting energy and 
acting as the roof for the new structure.”

Joe Dugas,RCUC’s Chief Communica- 
tions Engineer, goes on to explain, “We 
have been collecting solar data for the past 
month on the roof of the CEP. One piece 
of equipment, a pyranometer, measures 
the amount of total incoming energy from 
thesun. . . direct, diffused, and reflected. 
The pyroheliometer measures the specific 
amount of direct solar radiation. AAI is 
testing a solar panel in Maryland and they 
are shipping one down to us in mid- 
March. All the data we’ve been collecting 
will be helpful when we test the panel at 
the CEP. If everything goes as planned, 
we should break ground in May and have 
our new system in service in November.” 





readings down to the control room at the Cent- 
ral Energy Plant. Here CEP dispatcher Don 
Ramsey takes a reading on the temperature of 
the surrounding area. 


“We have been introducing new sys- 
tems and technologies at WDW since 
opening in 1971. Our tree farm, modular 
construction of hotels, the AVAC system 
and the linear-induction motor powered 
PeopleMover and the CEP waste energy 
plant are just a few of the prototypes we 
have been involved in,” says Tom. “This 
solar energy project is important to us in 
many ways. The building will be the first 
in the world of its kind, making it a 
noteworthy prototype installation for the 
Disney people. But, our real goal is to test 
and prove the system so perhaps that we 
can heat and air condition the World 
Showcase complex through solar energy 

. and ultimately to achieve goal of 
‘energy self-sufficiency’ at WalT Disney 
World.”
